INTRODUCTION 


The  announcement  of  the  retirement  of  S.  H.  Chapman,  Esqr.,  from  the 
ranks  of  the  numismatic  dealers  came  as  a surprise  to  the  writer  and  must 
have  surprised  many  of  his  customers,  the  numismatists  of  the  country. 
From  the  earliest  times  an  advocate  of  historical  and  archaelogical  coin  col- 
lecting, and  as  one  of  the  originators  of  the  American  style  of  cataloguing, 
giving  classified  headings,  he  takes  rank  as  a pioneer  among  our  modern 
numismatists.  His  careful  catalogue  work  covering  a long  period  of  years, 
with  his  splendid  photography  show  he  has  few  numismatic  peers.  His 
interest  in  the  artistic  side  of  ancient  numismatics,  and  his  long  study  of 
this  branch  are  to  his  credit,  and  he  has  always  tried  to  discourage  mere 
date  collecting.  He  retires  gracefully,  not  broken  down  in  health,  as  most 
men  retire,  but  able  to  stand  erect  and  walk  as  a young  man.  We  wish  him 
the  best  of  luck. 

The  S.  H.  Chapman  collection,  which  Mr.  Chapman  himself  determined  to 
have  us  handle  for  him,  during  his  present  sojourn  in  Europe,  has  many  fine 
pieces  in  it,  both  ancient  and  modern.  Collectors  will  find  listed  in  the  catalog 
many  superb  Greek  and  Roman  Coins,  and  each  coin  is  guaranteed  to  be 
authentic  and  antique.  Of  the  ancient  coins  there  are  several  hundred  varied 
lots  of  all  grades,  to  suit  the  wants  of  all  classes  of  collectors. 

In  more  modern  coins  there  is  a fine  line  of  English  including  Early 
British  and  Anglo-Saxon.  William  I,  Elizabeth,  Oliver  Cromwell  and  later 
rulers  are  included,  with  a fine  series  of  the  Georges,  including  patterns  and 
many  pieces  in  the  best  condition.  Scotch  and  Irish  Issues  are  listed,  to- 
gether with  a few  British  Historical  Medals.  The  French  range  from  Louis 
I to  modern  times.  A fine  line  of  the  various  European  coinages  follow,  in- 
cluding gold,  and  a choice  line  of  early  Italian  coins. 

The  American  series  includes  some  nice  Colonial  and  Continental  Coins, 
Fugio  Dollar,  Fugio  Cents,  Immunis  Columbia  cent  Pattern,  Higley  Three 
Pence,  New  York,  Connecticut,  New  Jersey  and  other  state  issues.  Pine 
Washington  Coins  and  Medals. 

The  American  section  contains  many  fine  gold  pieces,  from  Half  Eagles 
down  to  Dollars,  with  a large  number  of  the  latter  denomination.  The 
Private  Gold  includes  a Wass  iMoliter  & Co.  $5  piece  and  California  Halves 
and  Quarters. 

In  United  States  Silver  we  note  a fine  line  from  Dollar  to  Three  Cts. 
The  early  dates  of  dollars  include  1794,  1851,  1853  the  latter  brilliant  proof, 
and  the  1858  dollar  in  a proof  set,  together  with  nearly  a complete  line 
down  to  modern  series  in  the  best  state.  Fine  Half  and  Quarter  Dollars  add 
to  the  interest,  with  very  choice  quarter  dollars  of  1796  and  1804.  The 
series  in  almost  all  denominations  is  complete  in  later  dates.  Some  choice 
early  dimes  and  half  dimes,  with  rare  dates.  The  Half  Dimes  of  1795,  1797, 
1801,  and  1803  are  very  choice.  Of  the  smaller  coins  there  is  a wide  variety 
of  offerings,  many  in  duplicate  in  the  best  state,  affording  the  dealers  an  un- 
usual opportunity  to  complete  stocks.  There  are  several  U.  S.  Cent  Collec- 


tions,  with  many  fine  pieces  of  all  dates  from  179  3,  with  Chain  varieties  in 
very  fine  state,  1799  and  1804,  and  a large  offering  of  later  dates.  The 
U.  S.  Half  Cents  include  choice  1794s,  1795s,  1797s,  1841,  1848  and  many 
intermediate  dates  in  the  best  condition,  with  duplicates  uncirculated  and 
red. 

United  States  Proof  Sets  are  about  complete  from  1856.

Medal  collectors  will  do  well 
to  give  this  collection  attention,  as  some  of  these  medals  Mr.  Chapman  col- 
lected many  years  ago  and  must  have  appealed  strongly  to  him  due  to  their 
artistic  beauty  and  rarity. 

There  is  a collection  of  Numismatic  Books  and  a Large  Lot  of  U.  S. 
Fractional  Currency  to  interest  collectors  of  the  same.
